At a time wheii there is quite a bit of foreboding 
of the gloomier sort going on, it Is a pleasure to "go 
forth under the open sky and list to nature's teachings," 
as William Cullen Bryant advised. 

One of the things that always impresses soldiers,' 
apparently, is the way in which farmers often persist 
in carrying on their agrarian pursuits in close proximity 
to scenes of battle. 

One reason for that, no doubt, is that seed time 
and harvest,' lilce daily farm chores, wait for no man. 
Nature's rhyUim is more inexorable than the edicts and 
activities of man. 

Farmers, being close to nature, become aware of 
this and develop something of a fatalistic attitude. 

The fighting may go one way or another, but 
conquerors or victims, people must be fed or go hungry. 
And the farmer, whether altruistic or just plain re- 
alistic, knows that lie, at least, will have to get busy 
doing something about it — for he and his family can get 
just as hungry as anybody else. And ho, at least, can do 
something about it. 

In that respect he is fortunate, for the will, the 
ability and the opportunity to work seem to be helpful 
factors in promoting the well being of people. 

From our o'bscrvations during the war years, we 
would be tempted to say that fanners of this area had, 
enough work on "hand, most of the time, to make twice 
as many people happy— maybe more. 

We suspect that quite a few of the men returning 
ifrom tlie service to join the folks back home on the 
f arhi won't have to do much worrying about a post- 
war job, Lilto the farmer in a saying currently going 
the rounds, they won't have to go to work. They'll just 
wake up surrounded by it.

It's Really "Homecoming" 

One of the nicer things about the end of the war 
is the little matter of being able to walk down the 
street and see n uniform without experiencing a hvinge 
of sadness. 

Antioch, in common with communities all over 
the land, is experiencing that grand tihrill of seeing its 
sons, brothers and fathers come back home. 

There's a certain diffidence on both sides some- 
times — almost an apology for being sb pleased about it. 
We don't know whether it's because it still seems un- 
real, as though this happiness could still be snatched 



away by the fortunes of war; .whether it's because , it 
seems so natural and yet so strange to see some of those 
familiar .faces again— or whether there is a lingering 
thought to those who didn't get back or who are paying 
the price of victory in injuries or illness. 

Maybe a little of all of them, plus a certain na- 
tural shyness due to long separations that have taken 
the young men of the land to far Countries and differing 
surroundings, while the passage,*- of time itself has 
wrought some changes both in'those-who left and those 
who stayed at home,- - - - - •, -r- ; - - - / 

With all the' talk of "post-war plan&"Uhat has 
heen going on practically ever since the war began, it 
was still a strange experience to have a world-wide con- 
flict stopped in mid-career in such dramatic fashion,^ 
blasted to a halt.iby atom bombs. In a heavenly sort of 
way it was even, one might put it, disconcerting, i We 
can't quite realize that the heavy burden has been lift- 
•.ed, and once in a while we can't resist a quick look 
around to make sure that it is really gone. 

Right now, we seem to be living in the midst- of 
a little pause, just before we start wrestling with the 
problems of peace. 

We know there are going to be plenty of them, 
but it seems like we'd be just plain ungrateful not to 
save a minute or two now and then for feeling happy 
over the blessings we do have.

Freedom is Durable ' 

One of the anomalies of tlie American otcupation 
of Japan has been the apparent relief with which some 
of the people there — in fact, quite a lot of them — have 
been showing over the whole thing, 

Not overlooking the idea that sonie of this may 
be due to the earlier-announced Janpanese ,long-term 
plan of war, negotiated peace and more war for a hun- 
dred years or so, nevertheless some of the folks there 
seem to be getting quite -a kick out of the privilege of 
speaking their niinds. 

The phenomenon has not toeen exactly confined 
to Japan. Something of the sort was seen, and on a 
more outspoken scale, in the attitude of those very will- 
ing Italian prisoners of war back in the days when the 
tides of battle first began to turn against the Axis. 

And there were many in Germany who seemed 
more relieved than hostile. 

Apparently the "totalitarian" countries were 
somewhat less totalitarian than the circumstances of 
war made them seem. Even under unparalleled circum- 
stances of censorship and regimentation, freedom of 
human thought appears to have had a strong instinct 
for survival. 

This in itself im more than a ray of hope for the 
world's future. It is a challenge and an encouragement 
to those facing the many difficult tasks to be encounter- 
ed during the months and years ahead. It begins to 
look as though freedom is, in the long run, based on 
pretty durable human instincts.
